Within 
the dast twenty months, twenty-two 
thousand Bibles have been distributed 
there, and four thousand of them among 
the Jews.”’

And these; too, 
are taken by many a thoughtless parent, 


‘for the sole purpose of amusing his 


children! Why not give them pistols, 
daggers, ‘‘butcher knives,” aod minia- 
ture guillotines to play with? 

There is another class of newspapers, 


|which are little else than cominon sew- 


ers, and though they may be seen mov- 
ing all the pollution that energy and 
industry can scrape together from week 
to week. All manner of crimes, vices, 
and scandals are as faithfully reported 
as if done by the devil's own secretary ; 
and the doers of evil are painted as he- 
roes rather than the poor and 
knaves that they are. These papers 
often profess to exhibit the revohing 
vices of the age as warnings against 
crime, but no pure mind can for a mo- 
ment mistake the tendency of such ex- 
hibitions. They carry with them poi- 
son, pestilence, and death, and a man 
should sooner think of giving his chil- 
dren the smali-pox or Asiatic cholera 
than one or these papers. 

Newspapers conducted by men noto- 
rious for lack cf moral character or 
principle, should also be excluded from 
the family circle. You would not in- 
vite into the bosom of your family a lib- 


ertine, a blackleg, or a man destitute of

Advertiser. , 
THE SENTENCE. 

‘*This is the first occasion in the history 
of criminal proceedings in this section 
of the State of New Jersey, requiring a 
Court to pronounce the terrible Judg- 
ment of death, upon a convict untaught 
in our vernacular language. Johu Er- 
penstein stands for the last time before 
an earthly tribunal,a criminal unfit long- 
er to live, to reeeive sentence in the es- 
tablished and fixed penalty for his of- 
fence; and yet he i3 not capable of un- 
derstanding anything which @e muy 
say. 

By the majesty of the law he has 
been placed upon a narrow isthmus of 
time, his steps unchangably directed to- 
wards ‘‘that undiscovered country from 
whose bourne no traveller returns,’— 
without the power primarily to compre- 
hend his doom, or to appropriate those 
momentous words, that must fix the ter-! 
mination of his journey of life. 

A native of Pommern, in Prussia, he 
emigrated to this country without his, 
family about two years since, and set-| 
tled in this city. In September last, | 
Frederica Erpenstein, his wife, with her 
embarked | 
from her home to join her husband.— 
They arrived in Newark in the month 
of November, in full health and placed 
themselves under his nurture and pro- 


tection, Suitable apartments were pro- 
vided. At midnight onthe 6th of De- 
cember, Frederica sickened; within 


three days thereafter she died, and John 
Erpenstein, her husband, is now ar-| 
raigned here for condemnation, convict- | 
ed of her deliberate murder. 

Under the unholy influence of a con-! 
trolling passion, stronger than the coim- 
bined power of coniugal and parental 
love, he destroyedthe w*fe of his youth, 
jeoparded his own soul, and, away from 
their fatherland, has cast his helpless 
and -forlorn offspring desolate among 
strangers, stained with the ignominy of 
his crimes, upon the cold charities of 
the werld. No one can foresee their 
destinies. Whether they will have 
strength and opportunity to siscover by 
their life those principles of propriety 
and truth, which maternal affection has} 
implanted in their tender hearts; or | 
whether they will become the victims | 
of sensuality, falsehood, and crime, none} 
can predict. May He, who has declar- | 
ed, that of such as little children ‘‘is the | 
kingdom of Heaven,” guide, guard, | 
and preserve them ! |
